Total  registration  for  Spring  Sem- 
ester 1937  at  BYU  is  19,266,  accord- 
ing to  figures  recently  released 
by  the  Institutional  Research  Of- 
fice. 

Freshmen  claim  the  largest  class 
with  an  enrollment  of  4679.  Sopho- 
mores number  4435,  and  Juniors 
4288.  Seniors  are  close  behind  with 
a total  of  4214.  Post-graduate  stud- 
ents are  1688  in  number. 

Breakdown  by  state  shows  that 
Utah  (6481),  California  (4123), 
Idaho  (1893),  Washington  (631,  and 
Arizona  (819)  have  the  greatest  en- 
rollment. 

The  sophomores  lost  the  most 


students,  either  by  drop-out  or  ad- 
vancement, but  Uie  gi'eatest  loss- 
es showed  in  the  colleges  them- 
selves. General  College  has  the 
dubious  honor  of  having  declined 
the  most  by  losing  16.36  per  cent. 
Education  lost  10.52  per  cent  and 
Social  Sciences  decreased  by  10.23 
per  cent.  Most  coleges  suffered  in- 
significant losses. 

Although  men  outnumber  wcwnen 
by  10,698  to  8,568,  the  single  women 
show  a slight  advantage  over 
single  men  by  7,500  to  7,072.  Mar- 
ried students  total  4,562. 

Students  non-members  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  count  864.

The  problem  involves 
the  two  major  political  economic 
systems  of  the  day:  Socialism  and 
Capitalism. 

Capitalism  has  not  been  sitting 
too  well  with  me  because  of  the 
cut  throat  competition  that  it  is 
based  upon.  It  seems  to  somewhat 
against  the  grain  of  “thou  shaft 
love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.” 
(Matthew  19:19-21)  And,  Although 
I shall  probably  never  be  known 
as  an  authority  on  scripture,  it 
seems  to  me  that  socialism  has  a 
definite  basis  in  the  United  Order. 
(D  and  C 70) 

Jerry  Anderson  in  his  article 
quoted  a “prominent  statesman” 
as  saying  that  “Communism  and 
Socialism  are  state  slavery.”  This 
statement  I can  see  as  applicable 
to  Communism  because  a minor- 
ity takes  over  the  government 
and  forces  the  populace  to  share. 
But  to  accuse  Socialism  of  being 
state  slavery  I can’t  see.  The 
people  of  this  nation  would  have 
to  enter  into  the  system  by  demo- 
cratic means,  not  by  force  of 
arms.

AGAIN 

Editor,  Daily  Universe: 

Once  again,  in  the  name  of 
Conservatism,  Jerry  Anderson 
gives  us  that  dreary  business  of 
“every  day  of  every  year,”  the 
Comunists  have  brought  under 
their  control  “an  average  of  6000 
to  7000  persons  per  hour.” 

In  the  first  place,  his  statistics 
are  inflated.  By  his  calculations, 


the  total  so  enslaved  would  be 
between  1,090  millions  and  1,274 
millions,  as  of  the  end  of  1966. 
Yet  the  most  recent  population 
figures  for  all  of  the  countries  he 
lists,  with  the  additions  of  Cuba 
and  Viet  Nam,  which  he  omitted, 
add  up  to  917  millions.  Since  all 
of  the  countries  on  his  list  have 
been  Communist  now  for  at  least 
17  years,  and  have  shared  in  the 
population  explosion  of  that  time, 
a more  accurate  statement  of  the 
number  of  people  taken  into  the 
Comunist  camp  since  1945  would 
be  approximately  800  millions. 

In  the  second  place,  his  statis- 
tics are  distorted.  As  noted,  al- 
most all  of  the  Coftimunist  gains 
came  in  the  chaotic  post-war  per- 
iod, 1945-1949,  when  the  Red  Army 
was  a ruthless  instrument  of  pol- 
itical conquest.  Since  that  time, 
the  Communists  have  added 
North  Vietnam  and  Cuba  (26  mil- 
lions) while  they  have  been  turned 
back  by  force  in  South  Korea  and 
are  being  similarly  rebuffed  in 
South  Viet  Nam.  The  forceful  re- 
jection of  Communist  in  Indonesia 
plus  the  birth  of  50  new  non-Com- 
munist  nations  since  1945  are  all 
factors  that  indicate  that  although 
the  Communist  drive  for  world 
domination  has  not  been  aban- 
doned, it  has  been  checked  in 
many  areas. 

In  the  third  place,  the  statistics 
imply  a monolithic  Communist 
structure  which  has  not  existed 
since  1948  and  is  beyond  estab- 
lishing now.  The  estrangement  be- 
tween Red  China  and  the  Soviet 
Union  is  an  accomplished  fact, 
almost  certainly  past  the  point  of 
no  return.  Yugoslavia’s  indepen- 
dent approach  to  Communism  is 
now  finding  its  counterparts  in 
the  other  European  satellites,  and 
this  trend  too,  with  its  conspicu- 
ous evidences  of  a shift  toward 
capitalism,  is  almost  certainly 
irreversible. 

This  is  no  argument  that  the 
Communist  danger  is  disappear- 
ing, but  simply  an  appeal  to  face 


the  facts  of  it  in  terms  of  its 
present  realities.

“We  ask  you  to  find  him  (Speck) 
guilty  and  fix  the  punishment  at 
death,”  Martin  said  in  winding  up 
his  opening  statement. 

Getty  sharply  attacked  Miss 
Amurao’s  hospital  room  identifica- 
tion of  Speck  as  the  man  who 
rounded  up  the  eight  nurses  and  led 
them  away,  one  by  one,  to  their 
deaths. 

NEW  STATEMENTS 

Martin’s  story— based  largely  on 
Miss  Amurao’s  recitation  of  events 


—contained  several  statements  not 
previously  made  public.  They  in- 1 
eluded: 

—that  Miss  Amurao,  iri  a hiding 
place  under  a bed  where  she  escap- 
ed the  notice  of  the  killer,  said  she 
saw  Speck  make  a sexual  attack 
on  Gloria  Jean  Davy,  22,  Dyer, 
Ind.,  apparently  the  last  victim  to 
be  slain. 

—That  she  and  two  other  Filipino 
nurses,  Merlitta  Gargullo,  23,  and 
Valentina  Pasion,  23,  tried  to  hide 
in  a closet,  struggling  to  hold  the 
door  shut.  They  came  out  when  one 
of  the  American  student  nurses 
told  them  to  do  so.  Martin  said. 

—That  Miss  Pasion  and  Patricia 
Ann  Matusek,  20,  tried  to  hide  un- 
der beds  at  the  same  time  that 
Miss  Amurao  succeeded  in  doing 
so.  Speck  spotted  them  before  they 
were  fully  hidden,  Martin  said.

“Too  many  people  are  taking  pictures  who  are  excellent 
technicians  but  who  lack  the  elements  to  see,  select,  and 
isolate  a composition.”  says  the  20-year  veteran  photogra- 
pher. 

Employing  such  a philosophy,  Barrus  in  the  photo  dis- 
play of  a recent  trip  to  England  captured  photography  wealth 
1.1  poverty;  humour  in  misfortunes;  life  in  lifeless  objects; 
and  the  mood,  atmosphere  and  hum  of  a city, 

HANDY  WITH  DARK  ROOM 

Barrus  is  as  much  technician  as  composer.  In  several 
photographs  lie  mutliplied  the  negative  four  or  five  times 
on  high  contrast  film,  erasing  the  gray.  And  in  anotlier  he 
made  a positive  and  blotched  on  a brilliant  array  of  colors 
with  a little  cotton  and  food  coloring. 

His  talent  has  not  been  overlooked.  Along  witli  receiving 
the  Richard  L.  Gmin  Commerical  Art  Award  several  vears 
ago,  Barrus  owns  a row  of  trophies  from  the  Utah  State  Fair 
photo  competition. 

, Ilis  photography  career  began  with  a tiny,  cereal-box  top 
bargain  camera  when  he  was  11-years-old.  Since  then  he  has 
^ been  exposed  to  free-lancing, 

I professional  work,  photogra- 
i phy  for  the  Navy,  instructing 
j — he  is  now  an  instructor  in 
the  B Y U Communications 
Dept. — and  movie  camera  op- 
eration. 

And  during  his  career  he 
has  discovered  that  a camera 
is  only  the  clicking  of  a shut- 
ter aided  by  a lens. 

“But  it’s  the  creative 
ideas,”  Barrus  explains  “No 
two  people  and  no  two  situa- 
tions are  exactly  alike.” 


“We  can’t  be  satisfied  wth 
mediocracy  but  must  raise  our 
standard  above  what  is  accept- 
ed by  others,”  Barrus  says.  So 
he  has  splashed  the  expres- 
sion of  a face  on  his  prints  in- 
stead of  a mob  of  people ; and 
found  more  beauty  in  a door 
knob  than  the  complete  door.
